to drink more beer and whiskey 
and less wine brought gloom to 
wine circles last autumn. 
Another wine scandal in the 
Bordeaux area — this time 
involving wine that blew up

ship

not help the image of French 
wines already battered by a 
1974 conviction of wine distribu­ 
tors for labeling cheap wines as 
prestigious Bordeaux 
But fresh statistics indicate

Aquitaine started a steady flow 
of claret from 
Bordeaux 
in 
France to Bristol from where it 
was shipped to all parts of the

Then the clerical vineyards 
were largely destroyed when 
King Henry V H I dissolved the 
monasteries in the 16th century,

achieved any importance again 
It all but received a death blow 
when 
the 
Marquis 
of 
Bute 
ploughed up his large vineyards 
in Glamorganshire in 1920.

Salisbury-Jones, a Chevalier of

Ideas And Ideals 
New Decision 


A recent decision handed down by the Supreme 
Court of California sounds suspiciously like those 
from the recent past in which the rights of the 
majority are thrown away because of the effective 
job ot complaining by a few 
A judge in Los Angeles ordered that city to halt the 
30-year-old tradition of lighting city hall windows to 
form a cross during the Christmas and Laster 
seasons 
The project, which costs about $ 130 in added 
electricity, was said to clearly violate Supreme Court 
rulings on the constitutionally mandated separation 
of church and state 
A Beverly Hills attorney sought the injunction 
against the project, stating that tax dollars were 
being spent on religious symbolism 
Members of the city council argued that “ the cross 
is a symbol of the spirit of peace and good fellow ship 
toward all mankind on an interfaith basis 
This did not sway the judge, however, who added 
the cross “ carries quite different connotations from 
the symbols of the Christmas tree and Santa Claus

I admire your stoic attitude 
and am particularly impressed 
by your mature approach to the 
problem 
You seem to be free of the 
fears that beset many patients 
with fibroids. 
Fibroids are non-cancerous 
(benign) tumors of the womb. 
They occur in about 25 per cent 
of women. They vary in size and 
number. They also vary in the 
location in the uterus. Some he 
on the inner surface; others, on 
the outer coat of the uterus. 
Most of them lie deep within the 
muscle of the uterus itself. 
By repeated examination, 
doctors can note the change in 
size of fibroids. These changes, 
rn addition to symptoms of pain 
and 
prolonged 
m enstrual 
periods, determine the treat­ 
ment in each case 
The extent 
of 
surgery 
is 
decided on 
at the time 
of 
operation. 
Sometimes, 
the 
entire uterus and the ovaries 
are removed 
It is possible, in some in­ 
stances, to 
shell out a fibroid 
from the ••terus, leaving the 


uterus itself 
intact. 
This 
is 
known as “ myomectomy” in 
c o n t r a d i s t i n c t i o n 
to 
“ hysterectomy.” or the total 
removal of the uterus. 
Surgery is not the inevitable 
answer to all fibroids. In many 
instances, the fibroids spon­ 
taneously grow smaller and, in 
the absence of any symptoms, 
no surgery is performed.
